Your RadioShack 12 Second Voice Memo Re- 
corder is a compact, easy-to-use device that lets 
you record messages and play them back at 
work, at school, or anywhere you take your keys. 

Note: Before you use your recorder, remove the 
insulation strip from the battery compartment by 
grasping the strip’s end and gently pulling it out. 
The recorder beeps and 18 : 00 flashes. 

USING THE TIMER 


PLAY/HOUR REC/MIN 



2. To count down, repeatedly press or hold 
down PLAY/HOUR to set the hour digits. 
Repeatedly press or hold down REC/MIN to 
set the minute digits. 

To count up, repeatedly press START/STOP 
so 0 : 00 appears. 

3. To start the timer, press START/STOP so : 
flashes. The timer begins to count down or 
up. 

The maximum time to count down is 19 
hours, 59 minutes. The maximum time to 
count up is 19 minutes, 59 seconds. 


To stop the timer, press START/STOP. Press 
START/STOP again to reset the timer to 
0 : 00 . 

When the timer finishes counting down, the 
alarm sounds. Press any key to silence it. When 
the timer reaches the count-up limit (19:59), it 
starts over at 0:00. 


RECORDING A MESSAGE 

1 . Set TIMER/LOCK/MEMO to MEMO. 

2. To begin recording, hold down REC/MIN. 
The record indicator lights. Then speak your 
message about 4 inches from the micro- 
phone. 

3. You can record up to 12 seconds. Release 
REC/MIN to stop recording. 

To play back the message, press PLAY/HOUR. 

To record a new message over the last one, re- 
peat Steps 1-3. 

LOCKING THE CONTROLS 

To lock the recorder’s controls, slide TIMER/ 
LOCK/MEMO to LOCK. The timer functions still 
operate while the recorder is locked. 

CARE 

To enjoy your recorder for a long time, keep it 
dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use 
and store the recorder only in normal tempera- 
ture environments. Handle the recorder gently 
and carefully. Do not drop it. Keep the recorder 
away from dust and dirt. Wipe the recorder with 
a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 
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Modifying or tampering with the recorder’s inter- 
nal components can cause a malfunction and in- 
validate its warranty. If your recorder is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local Ra- 
dioShack store for assistance.

REPLACING THE BATTERIES 

Your voice memo keychain comes with one 
392A button-cell battery to power the timer, and 
four 357A button-cell batteries to power the re- 
corder. 

If the sound becomes weak or distorted, or the 
voice memo keychain stops operating properly, 
replace the 357A button-cell batteries. The mes- 
sages remain stored in memory even if the bat- 
teries are dead or removed. If the display dims 
or becomes distorted, replace the 392A button- 
cell battery.
